METHOD OF NAMING 
DELEGATIONS FOR 


CONVENTION SHOWN 


Must Be Chosen for Constitu- 
tional Gathering by Prima- 
ries or Conventions. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 2.—Dis- 
trict delegations to the State con- 
stitutional convention may not be 
nominated by the senatorial commit- 
tees of the various senatorial dis- 


tricts, but must be chosen by either 
convention or primaries, Assistant 
Attorney-General Merrell E. Otis 
held yesterday in response to an in- 
quiry from Secretary of State Beck- 
er, inspired by W. M. Ledbetter, sec- 
retary of the New Constitution As- 
sociation. of Missouri. 

Ledbetter on Wednesday had writ- 
ten to Becker requesting that a rul- 
ing from the Attorney-General be 
obtained on the point, and suggest- 
ing that his letter might be made the 
basis of the inquiry to the Attorney- 
General. 

Otis’ opinion~ig/ the form of a let- 
ter to Becker, is as follows: 

“At the request of the New Con- 
stitution Association of Missouri you 
have asked for the opinion of the 
Attorney-General concerning the 
manner of nominating local delegates 
to the coming constitutional conven- 
tion. We quote the following from 
the letter to you of Hon. W. M. Led- 
better, secretary of the association: 
‘A question that is arising all over 
the State in connection with the com- 
ing constitutional convention is 
whether the senatorial committees 
of the different parties are author- 
ized to nominaté their respective 
candidates for district delegates. The 
language of amendment No. 165, 
adopted last fall, does not make this 
entirely clear. It says: “And such 
candidate (for district delegate) 
shall be nominated in such manner 
as may be prescribed by the sena- 
torial committee.”” It has been sug- 
gested that the senatorial commit- 
tee, instead of going to the expense 
of a primary or convention, should 
simply nominate the candidate di- 
rect. 

Nomination Means Election. 

“Inasmuch as nomination is equiv- 
alent to election, since each senato- 
rial district is entitled to two dele- 
gates, who must be of opposite po- 
litical affiliation, this matter is of

The fact is, it is almost inconcelv- 
able that a provision intended to be- 
come and which has now become a 
part of the Constitution of the State 
and particularly a provision of such 
immens® importance, should have 
been so loosely drawn. However, it 
is not strange that this provision, 
hidden as it is in the middle of a 
long amendment, should have been 
overlooked when the amendment it- 
self was before the people. 

“This particular provision reads as 
follows: ‘In order to secure repre- 
sentation from different political 
parties in each senatorial district, 
each political party, as then author- 
ized by law to make nominations 
for the office of State Senator in 
each senatorial district; shall nomi- 
nate only one candidate for dele- 
gate from such senatorial district, 
and such candidate shall be nomi- 
nated in such manner as may be 
prescribed by the senatorial com- 
mittee of the respective parties: 

“It was inevitable that from such 
language the argument would be 
made that the senatorial committees 
might themselves nominate the dele- 
gates. 

“And so it is now urged that the 
delegates may be chosen, not by the 
people, but by committee stlected 
for an entirely different purpose 
more than a year ago and composed 
of two or three or more men each, 
the number depending on the num- 
ber of counties in each senatorial 
district. 

“Indeed, inf a county which also 
constitutes a senatorial district, it is 
questionable if, under the law, one 
man does not constitute the sena- 
torial committee, and as to those 
counties which include several sena- 
torial districts, it is very doubtful if 
the law makes any provision what- 
ever for senatorial committees. 

Term “Manner” Is Defined, 

‘Vague, however, as is the lan- 
guage of the amendment, it should 
not be construed to give the serato- 
rial committees the power to nomi- 
nate (which in this case means the 
power finally to choose) the local 
delegates to the constitutional con- 
vention. To say that the commit- 
tees shall prescribe the ‘manner’ of 
nominating delegates is not equiva- 
lent to saying that the committees 
may themselves make the nomina-

through centuries of expiloita- 
tion—a people denied education or the right 
to love life and live it as it should be lived— 
where else would they turn for sympathy and 
understanding except to America? 

“President Harding said in a speech on yes- 
terday that we have made armed warfare 
civilized. We have done more than that. We 
have awakened the consciences of men the 
whole world around. Civilization for the first 
time has a heart. The Russians are not to be 
fooled about us. They know we are their 
friends. and whether our Government can af- 
ford to traffic with their Government or not 
there is still between us as two great peoples 
loving freedom and life the sympathy of kind. 

“What a heyday for falsehood and misrep- 
resentation tbe isolation of Russia through the 
last few rears has afforded! From the ab- 
gurdly recurring assurances of the New York 
Times that the soviet capital had fallen or was 
about *o fall, and that Lenine and Trotzky 
were in flight, we have run the whole gamut 
of deception down to the base Iie about the 
nationalization of women. We Rave never been 
permitted to know what the domestic condi- 
tion of Russia is. We have been compelled to 
judge the soviet Government chiefly by its

We will hear it. too. de- 
spite every effort to keep it from us There 
has been nothing like it tn the world since 
the story of America, and nobedy ever suc- 
ceeded in keeping people from hearing that 
story.”
